"The city lies at the head of the 


Gulf of Smyrna, some 200 miles south- 
west of Constantinople, with which it 
is now connected by rail. The 
fore- 
. jrroiincl of the port is 
level ground, 


while Ihe haekground is cut 
by 
the 


sharp shoulder of llonnt Pagns. There 
is a population of more than 250.000, 
nf which about one-half is Greek, one- 
fourth .Mohammedan, \vhilc Armenians 
nnci Jews make up the greater part of 
1 tho remainder. There were also''a l 


number of European residents before 
the war. who, in the order of their 
numbers .were French. English. Italian. 
Swiss and German. Greek is the lan- 
guage of greatest currency, and, at the 
war's outbreak. French was the most 
usefiil tongue for the visiting foreigner- 


"Smyrna was divided into five quar- 


ters, for the Turk, the Jew, the Armen- 
ian, the Greek.'and the European. The 
Turkish and Jewish quarters were clev- 
inu's. overcrowded, squalid and forbid - 
din?.

Duty of New Hampshire 


The justices gave it as their opin- 


ion that there was involved in the case 
a question of the good, faith of tlie 
slate of New York In refusing to re- 
turn Thaw lo I\'ew Hampshire. 


In the decision of yesterday, how- 


ever, the court held that in returning 
involuntarily to this jurisdiction, Thaw 


i was subject to no promise or induce- 
ment and that New Hampshire 
had 


only done the duty expected of it when 
it returned him to New York to answer 
for a crime for which he had been 
indicted.

Derlir was not at home, and 
his rnother had given the batteries to 
Fiticsimmons. 


Fitzsimmons says he had the pistol 


tuolted under his shirt. The butt was 
slicking out. He met Sullivan and a 
boy named Carey on Phillips slreet, he 
said, and slopped to talk with them. 


Sullivan noticed the pistol and tried 


to take it. He and Filzsimmons scuf- 
fled for it and Sullivan finally got hold 
of it and ran a few feet away, accord- 
ing to Fitzsimmons.

"All that we have to consider is his 


right lo be discharged from the-lawful, 
outstanding commitment to Mat tea- 
wan, and it seems to me clear that ho 
had no .such right. 


"Certainly if we were to release him 


from the restraining effect of the com- 
mitment, we have no power to compel 
his deportation, but must release him 
unconditionally, leaving it to him to 
determine whether he will go or stay."

Murphy of the board oC trade also presented strong and logical argu- 
ments, showing that the saving in freight charges to Lowell alone would 
be $500.000 annually, and other speakers nmdc this view all the stronger 
l>y declaring that an increase instead of a decrease in freight rates is to 
be expected under existing conditions. It has long been a recognized fact 
'.Ihnt. the cost of transportation is the strongest single factor operating 
iiigninst the prosperity of this part of New England, and the river hearing 
'emphasized this view with, good effect. 


Summed up in a sentence, the river hearing demonstrated that the 


•entire Merrimnek valley favors (he navigation scheme, with the excep- 
tion of the water power company in this cit.y which seems to feel that 
by priority it owns the Lowell portion of the river. 


In view of the showing made at the hearing, the people of this section
